Church: 
Resurrection and Conversion 

Perhaps the conception of con- 
version is best explained by re- 
flecting on what it is not: Thous- 
ands feel that they are converted, 
but upon examination, we realize 
that we do not even speculatively 
know what real conversion is. 
Changing from one religious sys- 
tem to another is not conversion, 
nor from one church to another. 
With no thought given to Jesus 
Christ, this is merely conversion 
from: one persuasion to another 
persuasion. A conversion from one 
doctrinal position to another is 
not real conversion, because it is 
not a spiritual conversion that 
‘will ‘bring a soul to heaven. Some 
think reforming themselves is con- 
version, and though this may be 
a very worthy and sincere effort 
to bring about a new and changed 
regard for morality, they still may 
be unconverted. 

John 3:3 tells us that a man must 
ibe converted from his own right- 
eousness to the righteousness of 
the Lorc. Jesus is saying, “. . . 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, Ex- 
cept a man be born again, he 
cannot see the Kingdom of God.” 
And he goes on to say in verses 
18 and 19, that anything short of 
a vicarious trust in Christ is but 
a shadow instead of substance. 
“He that believeth in him is not 
condemned; but he that believeth 
not is condemned already, because 
he hath not believed in the name 
of the only begotten Son of God. 
And this is the condemnation, that 
light is come into the world, and 
men loved darkness rather than 
light, because their deeds were 
evil.” Conversion means a man is 
turned from hell to heaven and 
from the world to God. 

The evidence of this conversion 
is best explained in II Cor. 5:17, 
“Therefore if any man be in 
Christ, he is a new creature: old 
things are passed away; behold, 
all things are become new.” Only 
the spirit of the living God can 
effect this change; not moral per- 
suasion and certainly not man’s 
free will. 

There is still time to convert. 
Would you not do for your soul 
what you would do for your body? 
People may laugh, and you may 
think this is not the right time, 
but tomorrow may ‘be too late. 

Think—Repent—Be converted to 
Christ. Be converted and prove 
that your sins are blotted out, 
Accept nothing less than the 
Christ of the Scriptures, Accept 
nothing Jess than HIS pardon. We 
speak and think of the resurrec- 
tion of Christ at this Easter seas- 
on. Christ suffered and died for 
you. It was for you—not an empty 
ideal. We can, by being converted 
to Christ, enjoy the resurrection,

Please clip this out 
and save: for future reference, 
Before a Medical Emergency 
Happens: ‘ 

Do: Learn your emergency ambu- 


lance telephone number, Write 


it down. 

Do: Write down clear directions 
to your house and keep them 
mear the telephone, 

Do; Support improved emergency 

» medical services in your com- 
munity. 

Do: Take a course in first aid. 

When a Medical Emergency 

Happens: 

Do: Call your emergency ambu- 
lancé at once. Don’t hang up 
until the dispatcher tells you 
to. Talk clearly and make 
sure you are understood. An- 
swer all the dispatchers's ques- 
tions. Remain ‘calm. _What 
number are you calling from? 
What is your full name? What 
is the location of the injured 
or ill person? Tell what you 
think is wrong with the in- 
jured or ill person. . 

Do: Make the location identifia- 
ble. Turn ona. porch ‘light, 
day or night; position a vehi- 
cle in front of the house with 
four-way flashers operating; 
in rural areas, put a pillow 
case over your mail box or a 
chair beside it; try to have 
someone available to meet the 
ambulance. . 

Don’t: Move the injured person 
unless fire, explosion or build- 
ing collapse might threaten his 
or her life. 

Do: Maintain an airway. Be sure 

no obstruction interferes with 

the person’s ability to breathe, 

Control severe bleeding. with 

direct pressure on bleeding 

area. 

Do: Start cardiopulmonary resusci- 
tation (CPR) only if you have 
determined that the person is 
not breathing AND his heart 
has stopped functioning: most 
importantly, DO NOT start 
CPR unless you are trained 
to do so. 

Don’t: Give anything by month. 

Do: Stay with the injured person 
until the ambulance person- 
nel arrive. 

Do: Give the right-of-way to the 
ambulance and other emergen- 
cy ,vehicles. 

Don’t: Block traffic; and park away 
from the scene of an accident. 

Do: Stand back from scene of ac- 
cident so that ambulance and 
rescue personnel will have 
room to work. 

Don’t: Smoke near or around the 
scene of an automobile acci- 
dent. 

Do: Stay away: from fallen electri- 
cal wires at the scene of an 
automobile accident.

Largest State Budget Submitted 

It now appears that Gov, Bren- 
nan’s $1 billion budget will be 
approved without any major re- 
vision. On Wednesday of this week, 
the Senate approved the major 
part of the Governor's proposed 
budget without a word of debate. 
It now will go to the House for 
consideration, The portion of the 
budget approved by the Senate is

grams. Thus, such issues as wel- 
fare grants, funding for abortions, 
property tax relief and legislative 
pay raises will come later in this 
Jegislative session when the Part 
Il’ budget is considered.

Tree Growth Tax Reform 


‘The Committee on Taxation held f 


a public hearing last week on sev- 
en bills that seek to alter the ex- 
isting tree growth tax law. The 


‘present law was enacted after a 


1971 Constitutional amendment 
was passed which allowed prefer- 


ential taxation for forestlands with ' 


valuation based upon current use {°}"* 


and not fair market value. The 8- 
year-old law was orginally estab- 
lished to keep Maine’s forest and 
timberlands and preserve our for- 
est resources, Since its passage, 
most towns have been revaluated 
and are experiencing difficulties 
with the lower taxation on forest 
lands. The tree growth tax law at- 
tempts to establish current use 
values for timberland. Instead of 
taking market value prices of land 
transactions for timber produc- 
tion, the law establishes a sophis- 
ticated mechanism for estimating 
the value of annual wood produc- 
tion of land, and from this, the 
current value of the land itself. 
Certain aspects of the calculation, 
particularly the use of stumpage 
values, capitalization rates,-and a 
sales approach vs. an income ap- 
Proach for setting current use val- 
ues have been questioned. 


At the public hearing, about 175 
persons attended to testify on the 
proposals to change Maine's Tree 
Growth Tax Law. Several of those 
to testify were from the Bethel 
area and came to support my pro- 
vision to change the penalty 
' Clause. The long public hearing 
ended at 9:30 p. m., after 8i4 
hours of testimony. 

Bill to Make Public 
Drinking a Crime 

Although drinking in a public 
place is now a civil offense which 
is punishable by a fine of up to 
$50, .a proposal now being consid- 
ered would make public drinking a 
crime punishable by a fine of up 
to $500 and up to six months in 
jail. Some committee members at 
the public hearing expressed con: 
cern over the severity of the fine,
